Used Torrent of Oaths and Blasphe- 
mies Says Mr. Blackstock. 


“T stood in a hotel some time -ago 
whilst a lady was signing the register, 
and at the :same time I heard a tor- 
rent of the foulest oaths 1 ever had 
to listen to, oaths and blasphemies pro- 
ceeding from some members of the, 
House of Commons. So long as we 
allow that to go on, 80 long will we 
re on the greased skid of destruc- 

on.” 

Mr. George Tate Blackstock, K. C., 
made this remark in the course of an 
address delivered recently before the 
Canadian Club, Toronto, on “Some 
Tendencies.” 

“Democracy works better in Great, 
Britain than in any other country on 
earth, because it is an evolution, and 
the old grandee system which gov- 
erned at one time has been broadened, 
out and has become democratic, and 
you have an aristocratic governing 
body, while at the same time that 
body is in constant touch with the 
democracy.” 

He proceeded to point out how the 
House of Lords, elthough aristocratic, 
was yet democratic, becuuse the poor- 
est boy might, by industry, persever- 
ence and ability rise to a seat in that 
high body, and many had so risen. 

In 1875 the people of this country 
rose in their might and hurled from 
power the idol of their heart, be- 
cause they believed he had betrayed 
his trust. Now what have we to-day? 
There sts in the House of Commons 
@ man disqualified by seven judges, 
declared to have been guilty of al- 
most every electoral corruption; and 
on the other side, a man convicted 
and sentenced for voting twice. 

The first Parliament of the Domin- 
ion contained such men as Sir John 
Macdonald, Sir Geo. Cartier, Hon.

There are some men, such as Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and Mr, R. L. Bor- 
den, who are absolutely above all 
thought of wrong. They, however, are 
not the whole Parliament. Now how 
are we to wipe out this evil? By in- 
dividual effort and by exercising our 
vote and our influence for the return 
of men of honor and uprightness. 


SHORT TOMATO CROP. 


Much Wheat Killed and Fruit Trees 
Buckward Through Cold. 


This has been a very disappointing 
month to fruit-growers of the Niagara 
Peninsula. Owing ‘to the remarkably 
cold weather in April, fruit trees, 
vines, etc., are not in as good condi- 
tion as they were a month ago, when 
prospects scemed to be of the very 
brightest. The fruit trees, owing to the 
unseasonable weather, are very back- 
ward in- growth, though apparently 
not otherwise harmed, the growers 
say, and wheat around here looks de- 
cidedly bad. The cold nights during 
the past month are what killed the 
wheat, for in the day time the weather 
was comparatively mild, while at 
night there was heavy frost. “Hun- 
dreds of Acres of wheat will be plow- 
ed up around here,” said a prominent 
grower to your correspondent last 
week. “Then the weather has been so 
dry of late that grass is decidedly back- 
ward, and the farmers are seriously 
handicapped by lack of pasture for 
their cattle. This has caused butter 
prices to be phenomenally high for 
this time of~the year.”’ 

Short Tomato Crop. 

Temato growers predict that the to- 
mato crop will be short this year, too, 
on account of the cold weather. It ia 
the practice of tomato-growers to set 
out the seeds in hotbeds, relying on 
the warm April sun to nurture the 
little plants. This April there has been 
little or no sunshine, with the result 
that thousands of the little plants 
died in the hotbeds, and when the 
plants are set out about the middle 
of May there will be considerable of 
a shortage of the usual acreage. 

The canning factories have again 
contracted for their season’s supply 
of tomatoes at 25 cents a bushel, the 
attempt of the growers to raise the 
pries to 30 cents having met with de- 
eau. 


Many New Arrivals. 


The number of immigrants who 
came into St. John, N. B., during the 
season which ended with the arrival 
‘ast week of the steamship Montreal 
from Antwerp, will run close up to 
40,000. The lists are not yet tabniat- 
ed, but it is known that the C. P. R. 
Liverpool boats brought over 16,000, 
and the Antwerp boats more than 
9,000. Then there was a goodly num- 
ber by the Donaldson line and the 
Allan line, although the Allan line 
landed the greater majority of their 
passengers at Halifax. The total 
number of passengers arriving at St. 
John during the winter of 1905-6 was 
about 17.000 so there is an increase of 
upwards of 10,000 for the season now 
at an end.

Dr. Weir Mitchell uever per- 
tits a nervous patient’s friends to visit 
her, This is for the specific reason thut 
If they do the patient is sure to talk of 
her troubles, of her physical allments if 
she have no other troubles. 

“The women of oriental countries do 
not talk as much as American women, 
and their beauty is fresher und thelr. 
tempers more soothing. ‘The relation 
of these fucts are those of cause and' 
effect. When a woman is tired aud her; 
nerves are shaken, we order her to, 
rest. The rest we are seeking for her. 
is from talking more than from any; 
other one thing. Women talk them-. 
selves into nervous collapse. Most 
eases of hysteria begin with excessive 
talking. It is surprising with how few 
words we cun get through the day’s af- 
fuirs If we but try. 1 think it was 
Benjamin Franklin who said, ‘Say only 
that which will benefit yourself or 
somebody else.’ If this rule were fol- 
lowed, we would have fewer cases of 
nervous exhaustion. Women talk too 
much through a strange sense of cour- 
tesy and through habit. They have the 
mistaken idea that a man admires vi- 
vacity more than any other quality in 
women. That is a mistake. He ad- 
mires amiabillty more than anything 
else, and aniiability presupposes repose. 
There can be no repose when a woman 
talks from morning till night.”

CARE OF SEWING MACHINE. 


What to Do When Things Don’t Work 
Together For Good. 

There are but three important parts 
to the common double thread machine, 
the needle, the shuttle and the feed. 

In cleaning a sewing machine use a 
small screwdriver, a stick about the 
size of a lead pencil, with a long sien- 
der point, a, piece of cotton cloth and 
some machine vil. 

In taking a machine apart do not go 
at it in a haphazard way, but com- 
mence at one side and work toward 
the other side, taking off everything us 
you go that needs cleaning. 

Have a table with plenty of room, 
and as fast as the pieces are removed 
lay them there in the order in which 
they were removed. 

Be particularly careful not to lose 
any of the small screws, for they are 
frequently of such a thread that you 
eannot get a duplicate. 

After you have taken off the small 
parts carefully clean the body of the 
machine. ° . 

Kerosene will act lke magic in tak- 
ing off the hardened oil and dirt, and 
the sharpened stick will be very serv- 
Iceable in reaching every crevice. 

In oiling the machine use none but 
the very best oil. It-is a good idea 

; once in awhile to use a little kerosene. 
This will keep it free from gum. 


NURSERY NOTES. 


Sometimes offering a réward will 
break up the habit of nail biting, such 
as promising to give the child a long 
coveted toy or pleasure if he will stop 
biting the nails for one or two months. 

KKeep a sharp watch on the children’s 
spinal column and shoulders. When 
there is any inclination to stooping 
shoulder, look into the matter at once 
to find the cause. It is usually the 
clothing in some way. 

There are some points which are es- 
sential In the nursery. It should be 
Ught and cheerful, with plenty of sun 
and well ventilated. The floor should 
be a hardwood one, and if that {gs too 
expensive have the floor painted.

From whatever source bleeding arises 
prompt remedial measures are Impera- 
tive. If from an artery or from a 
vein the best method is to put pres. 
sure on each side of the wound (that 
nearest the heart and that most re- 
mote from it), so as to prevent fur- 
ther access of blood to the part. Or- 
divary bleeding from a cut or bruise 
may be arrested by the application of 
cold water. 


Don’t Let Your Piano Catch Cold. 

When the cold wind blows outside or 
chilling rain beats down upon the 
steaming pavements, do not {n your so- 
licitude for your own comfort forget 
the welfare of your poor piano. 

That Instrument is well known to be 
as sensitive to cold, damp er heat ar 
the most confirmed invalid, and in 
many thousands of houses today the 
domestic plano is treated with a lack 
of regard that harrows the spirit of the 
unfortunate tuner who has periodically 
to come and act as physician to It. 

Never put your piano too near the 
fire, as the heat draws the wood. Do 
not leave the window open close to it 
on a rainy day, as the damp will rust 
the wires and mold the fnostrument’s 
delicate Interior. 

On no account should a multiplicity 
of ornaments be placed on the top of 
the piano, as its tone {is spoiled in this 
way, and finally it should be noted that 
with too much furniture and drapery 
{no the room piano playing cannot be 
heard to the hest advantage.

The custom of dismissing male 
clerks and replacing them by cheap 
lady workers is assuming very seri- 
ous proportions, not only in fhe pro- 
vinces, but in London. Within the, 
last three years, it is estimated by; 
one authority, between 1,500 and 2,500, 
male clerks have been thrown cut of; 
employment in the metropolis, and ts 
their positions filled by lady: workers. te 
Until recently -the movement has f 
been chiefly amongst the smaller 
firms, but now the larger firms, of- 
fioes, and companies in the city, 
whose business makes it imperative to!- 
keep large staffs. are beginning to! 
move in the same direction. | 

Males Get Bounce. : 

“The competition at present,” said! 
the general secretary of National 
Union of Clerks, recently, “‘is chief- 
ly amongst shorthand writers, typ- 
ists, bookkeepers and private secre- 
taries. I have several cases brought! 
to my notice recently in which men! 
have been dismissed wholesale and| 
replaced by lady workers. The change,| 
of course, is said to have been brought) 
about on the score of economy. The 
male clerks receive on the average, 
from 30s, to 453. per week; the 
young ladies generally receive from! 
£1 to £1 10s. per week — about two- si.084 
thirds the salary of the male workers. Eee 

Do They Equal Men?. '

men—and this is'a matter for discus~ 
sion—then they should certainly re4 
ceive the same wages, What my as 
sociation is insisting upon is that wo4 
men should not accept positions un~ 
der a minimum salary, and that this... 
should be equal to a man’s salary. 
In shorthand, writing and typing work 
T quite admit that the average wo- 
man is quite equal to a man, but in 
bookkeeping, for instance, where ex~< 
ceptional qualities are required, she 
seems to. he much inferior.

.for peopling the earth, and It appears : 
that radium has come to the relief ‘of |! 


the geologists and given them the vic- 
tory... Sir Robert, explaining the con- 
troversy, dealt with figures. of bew!t: 
dering magnitude. 

Lord Kelvin had calculated that not 
more than 20,000,000 years ago the 
earth’s surface was so hot that water 
could not rest on It, and the oceans 
Were vapors. He based his calcula- 
tions on what was then known: con- 
cerning the internal heat of .the cooled 
rocks of the earth's crust. . 

“The geologists,” sald Sir. Robert 
Ball, “complained that they could not 
make their discoveries and deductions 
accord with that- miserable allowance 
of time. But the. mathematicians, go- 
ing over their calculations again, would 
not give them a week longer.’’ 

It seems that geologists. wanted a 
modest 800,000,000 years, and the dis-. 
erepancy of 780,000,000 years was dis- 
concerting, for it looked as If sclence 
was contradicting herself. The geolo- 
gists knew they must be about right, 
and the mathematicians knew that fig- 
ures could not le. 

“The Hon. Mr. Strutt,.son of Lord 
Rayleigh,” sald Sir Robert, “has shown 
that in the rocks In the crust of the 
earth there fs a considerable quantity 
of radium which is forever pouring out 
heat at a great rate. 

“This being the case, the date at 
which ‘the earth first became cool 
enough for Ife must have been far 
more remote than 20,000,000. years 
ago. it must have been sufficiently 
remote to: give the geologists all! the 
800,000,000 years they. demanded to ac- 
count for the phenomena. they had 
found.”
